FOREWORD 


A  mention  of  the  name  "Forty-niner" 
seems  to  conjure  up  a  feeling  of  acl\cntine 
and  romance.  Ho'wever,  the  -uestward  trek 
of  the  "gold  rush"  'U'as  not  all  romance  and 
adventure.  When  gold  was  discovered  in 
California  in  the  year  1848.  it  started  the 
largest  westward  migration  in  the  history  ol 
our  country.

Organized  early  in  the  spring  of  f948,  the

nucleus  of  activity  centered  in  a  small  com- 
mittee of  Juniors  who  met  to  discuss  organ- 
ization, and  residied  in  the  election  of  the 
stall  by  the  entire  class,  decisions  of  editors 
on  plans  and  methods,  and  distribution  of  as- 
signments to  various  department  heads  and 
members.
